‘> accomplish this is to let the roads 
earn enough profits to attract new 
capital for extensions—so the Amert- 
can Railway association lays the prob- 
wm down in a report filed with the 
United States coal commission and 
made public today. 

The carriers hang the blame for car 
shortage upon the mining industry 
more than upon the railways. The re- 
nort shows that in the last ten years 
the facilities for transporting coal 
have grown faster than the production 

of fuel. But the great increase in the 
number of mines has scattered the de- 
mand for cars, until now the opera- 
tors call) for cars enough to carry 50 
per cent more coal than is actually 
produced.. 

Then the Farmer Suffers. 

It all works backward wntil it hits 
the farmer and other shipping groups. 
Despite the coal and shopmen’s strikes, 
the railroads handled a record traffic in 
the last four months, but traffic cannot 
be blocked for months and then han- 
died in a peak load in the fall and win- 
ter without the usual rail congestion 
and car shortage. 

Some estimates are that lack of ade- 
quate carrying facilities in a normal 
year costs the agricultural, mining, 
manufacturing and other interests per- 
haps $1,000,000,000 a year. 

“There is an immediate demand for 
edditignal rail. facilities,” says the re- 
port, “and furthermore, the growth 
of the camntry and interests of its 
commence would constitute sufficient 
reasons for developing the carriers’ 
facilities to meet the demands which 
are sure to be made upon them. But 
this can be done only by the invest- 
ment of additional capital and this can 
be secured only by the reasonable as- 
surance of a fair return.” 


Mines Blockade the Cars.

days.” 

Clevéland, O., Jan. 14.—Ollie Chill, 
American league umpire, is being 
questioned by the police in connec: 
tion with the death of Edward J. Mc- 
Gregor, 26, world war veteran, found 
shot to death last night in an apart- 
ment house here. Chill, according to 
the police, was one of three men found 
in the apartment when the officers 
broke in the door. 

A drunken party, including several 
brawls and fist fights, preceded the 
shooting, according to a statement by 
Joseph F. Johnson, a taxicab driver, 
who says he took McGregor and the 
trio to the apartment. All were in- 
toxicated, Johnson said. Upon arrival 
at the apartment there was another 
argument, Johnson stated, and Mc- 
Gregor hit Chili and knocked him un- 
conscious. 

Officers Break Down Door. 


After the police received a report 
of a shooting, and broke in the door, 
they say they found Chill under a bed, 
his face beaten black and blue. The 
other two men were in separate rooms. 
McGregor was in a hallway dying 
from bullet wounds. 

The men were all too intoxicated to 
give an account of what happened, the 
officers state. They said they did not 
know ef McGregor’s death unti)] the 
detectives told them today after they 
had sobered up. 

No charge has been placed against 
Chill or his companions.

while Arvid Blake, Milwaukee, Wis., 
was third with 343 points and a jump 
of 110 feet. 


Besides winning the trophy in the 
regular competition, Haugen also won 
the prize for the longest standing 
jump, leaping 126 feet. 

Nine riders finished the full program 
out of a field of twenty-three starters. 
Three riders were injured and the 
rest withdrew from the competition 
after a practice leap convinced them 
that jumping conditions were danger- 
ous. The rains of Saturday and Sun- 
day morning left the snow pack on the 
slide sticky and falls were numerous. 


Three Leapers Injured. 


Ragnar Omtvedt, club captain of the 
Grand Beach team and international 
champion last vear, dislocated his 
right shoulder and strained his back 
in the first leap of the day and was 
forced to withdraw. Omtvedt’s skis, 
being the first to run down the slide 
since the rain, stuck in the soggy 
places in the course, and, despite the 
efforts of the 1922 champion to retain 
his balance, he fell to the bottom of 
the hill. 


Kenneth Fagg of Madison, Wis., was 
the second jumper to be injured. Fagg 
experienced the same troubles as Omt- 
vedt and in falling suffered a badly 
twisted ankle. Grev Heyerdahl, Chi- 
cago, put on a bit of comedy in his ac- 
cident. While walking up to the start- 
ing post at the top of the slide Heyer 
dahl’s skis became unmanageable and 
he slid backwards down the hill and 
into the aid. The fall forced him also

Hampered by Heavy Wind. 


Thor Wollebeck, another star rider 
of Chicago, was injured during prac- 
tice Saturday and did not start in’ the 
tourney. 

The heavy wind proved an additional 
handicap to the riders, who found it 
difficult to hold their balance. Although 
the snow on the slide was covered with 
a canvas at the start of the rains on 
Saturday, the water leaked through the 
covering and when the jumping start- 
ed the hill was sticky and lumpy. 

About 3,500 fans turned out for the 
tournament, 1,200 Chicagoans making 
the trip on special trains. 

Prizes won in the tournament were 
presented at a banquet given the rid- 
ers by the Grand Beach club at the 
Hotel Bismarck last night.

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Agreement with the United States. By an act of the United States Congress, dated March 2, 1901, certain provi- 
sions were formulated which have been incorporated by amendment in the Cuban constitution and have also been em- 
bodied in a treaty, dated May 22, 1903, between the United States and Cuba. Under these provisions, commonly re- 
ferred to as the “ Platt amendment,” the Republic of Cuba agrees not to contract any public debt the service of which, 
including reasonable sinking fund provision, cannot be provided for by the ordinary revenues. In addition to this finan- 
cial safeguard, the Republic also agrees not to enter into any foreign treaty or compact which may impair its independ- 
ence, and furthermore grants to the United States the right to intervene for the purpose of preserving Cuban independ- 
ence and maintaining a government adequate for the protection of life and property. 
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Sinking fund sufficient to retire entire issue at or before maturity. Provision ? made for a minimum sinking fund 
as set forth below, payable in monthly installments, to be used in purchasing bonds of this loan at the current market 
price, not exceeding par. If unobtainable at that price, bonds are to be redeemed by semi-annual drawings at par. Ac-
